BYLAWS 


OF 

WE ENERGIES FOUNDATION, INC. 

ARTICLE I. OFFICES 


SECTION 1. PRINCIPAL OFFICE 

The principal office of the corporation in the State of Wisconsin shall be located in the City of 
Milwaukee, County of Milwaukee. The corporation may have such other offices, either within or 
without the State of Wisconsin, as the Board of Directors may designate by resolution, from time to 
time. 

SECTION 2. REGISTERED OFFICE 

The registered office of the corporation required by Chapter 181 of the Wisconsin Statutes may be, 
but need not be, identical with the principal office in the State of Wisconsin and the address of the 
registered office may be changed from time to time by resolution of the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE II. BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
SECTION 1. GENERAL POWERS 

The affairs of the corporation shall be managed by its Board of Directors. 

SECTION 2. NUMBER 

The number of directors constituting the whole Board of Directors shall be such number as shall be 
fixed by the affirmative vote of the whole Board but in no event shall the number be less than three 
(3). Until so fixed at a different number, the number shall be four. Directors shall be elected and 
shall serve for a term as provided in Section 4 of this Article. 

SECTION 3. QUALIFICATIONS OF DIRECTORS 

The directors specified in Section 2 of this Article shall at all times also be officers and/or directors 
of Wisconsin Energy Corporation or its subsidiaries. Directors need not be residents of the State of 
Wisconsin. 
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SECTION 4. ELECTION AND TERM 


Directors shall be elected at the annual meeting of the Board of Directors by an affirmative vote of a 
majority of the directors then in office, whether or not a quorum. Directors shall hold office from 
the close of the annual meeting for a term of one year, or until their successors have been elected 
and qualified. 

SECTION 5. RESIGNATION 

A director may resign at any time by filing his written resignation with the Secretary of the 
corporation. 

SECTION 6. VACANCIES 

In the event a vacancy occurs among the Board of Directors from any cause, including an increase 
in the number of directors, an interim director shall be elected either (i) by the affirmative vote of a 
majority of the remaining directors then in office or (ii) if there are no directors remaining in office, 
by the affirmative vote of a majority of the directors of Wisconsin Energy Corporation, whether or 
not a quorum, until a successor is elected at the next annual meeting. 

SECTION 7. REMOVAL 

A director may be removed from office with or without cause by the affirmative vote of a majority 
of the other directors then in office, either at a regular meeting or at any special meeting of the 
directors called for that purpose. 

SECTION 8. ANNUAL MEETING 

The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held on or before the 1st day of July in each 
year, on the date and at the time designated by the Board of Directors, for the purpose of transacting 
such business as may come before the meeting. If the date fixed for the annual meeting is a legal 
holiday in the State of Wisconsin, such meeting shall be held on the next succeeding business day. 

SECTION 9. SPECIAL MEETINGS 

Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be held at any time for any purpose or purposes, 
unless otherwise prescribed by statute, on call of the President or Secretary, and shall be called by 
the Secretary on the written request of any two (2) directors. 

SECTION 10. PLACE OF MEETING 

The Board of Directors may designate any place, either within or without the State of Wisconsin, as 
the place of meeting for any annual meeting or for any special meeting called by the Board of 
Directors. If no designation is made, the place of meeting shall be the principal office of the 
corporation in the State of Wisconsin, but any meeting shall be adjourned or reconvened at any 
place designated by vote of a majority of the directors represented thereat. 
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SECTION 11. REGULAR MEETINGS 


The Board of Directors may provide by resolution for regular or stated meetings of the Board, to be 
held at a fixed time and place, and upon the passage of any such resolution such meetings shall be 
held at the stated time and place without other notice than such resolution. 

SECTION 12. NOTICE 

Notice of any special meeting shall be given by oral or written notice delivered personally or mailed 
or given by telephone or telegram to each director at his business address or at such other address as 
such director shall have designated in writing filed with the Secretary, in each case not less than 6 
hours prior thereto, unless a different time shall be provided by Chapter 181 of the Wisconsin 
Statutes. If mailed, such notice shall be deemed to be delivered when deposited in the United States 
mail so addressed, with postage thereon prepaid. If such notice is given by telegram, it shall be 
deemed to be delivered when the telegram is delivered to the telegraph company; if by telephone, at 
the time the call is completed Whenever any notice whatever is required to be given to any 
director of the corporation under the Articles of Incorporation, Bylaws or any provision of law, a 
waiver thereof in writing, signed at any time, whether before or after the time of meeting, by the 
director entitled to such notice, shall be deemed equivalent to the giving of such notice. The 
attendance of a director at a meeting shall constitute a waiver of notice of such meeting, except 
where a director attends the meeting for the express purpose of objecting to the transaction of any 
business because the meeting is not lawfully called or convened. Neither the business to be 
transacted at, nor the purpose of, any regular or special meeting of the Board of Directors need be 
specified in the notice or waiver of notice of such meeting. 

SECTION 13. QUORUM 

A majority of the number of directors fixed by Section 2 of this Article shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business at any meeting of the Board of Directors, but if less than such majority is 
present at a meeting, a majority of the directors present may adjourn the meeting from time to time 
without further notice. 

SECTION 14. MANNER OF ACTING 

The act of a majority of the directors present at a meeting at which a quorum is present shall be the 
act of the Board of Directors, unless the act of a greater number is required by Chapter 181 of the 
Wisconsin Statutes, or the Articles of Incorporation or Bylaws of the corporation. 
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SECTION 15. PRESUMPTION OF ASSENT 


A director of the corporation who is present at a meeting of the Board of Directors or a committee 
thereof, at which action on any corporate matter is taken shall be presumed to have assented to the 
action taken unless his dissent shall be entered in the minutes of the meeting or unless he shall file 
his written dissent to such action with the person acting as the Secretary of the meeting before the 
adjournment thereof or shall forward such dissent by registered mail to the Secretary of the 
corporation immediately after the adjournment of the meeting. Such right to dissent shall not apply 
to a director who voted in favor of such action. 

SECTION 16. COMPENSATION 

Directors of the corporation may receive compensation for personal services rendered which are 
reasonable and necessary to carrying out the exempt purposes of the corporation. In addition, 
directors may receive reimbursement for reasonable expenses incurred in connection with corporate 
matters, provided that such reimbursement is authorized by the affirmative vote of a majority of 
directors then in office. 

SECTION 17. COMMITTEES 

A. Executive Committee 

The Board of Directors by resolution adopted by the affirmative vote of a majority of the 
number of directors fixed by Section 2 of this Article may create an executive committee 
consisting of three or more directors designated by the Board of Directors. Except as such 
powers may be limited by law, by Subsection (C) hereof, or by said resolution as initially 
adopted or as thereafter supplemented or amended by further resolution adopted by a like 
vote, the executive committee shall have and may exercise, when the Board of Directors is 
not in session, all of the powers of the Board of Directors in the management of the business 
and affairs of the corporation. 

B. Other Committees 

The Board of Directors may by resolution similarly adopted create one or more other 
committees, each consisting of two or more directors designated by the Board of Directors, 
having such powers and duties, not inconsistent with Subsection (C) hereof or any existing 
delegation of powers to a committee of directors, as may be provided in the resolution 
creating such committee as initially adopted or as thereafter supplemented or amended by 
further resolution adopted by similar vote. 

C. Nondelegable Powers; Alternative Members; Rules of Committees 

No committee of directors shall be empowered to act in lieu of the entire Board of Directors 
in respect to election of officers or the filling of vacancies in committees of directors created 
pursuant to this Section 17. All members of the Board of Directors who are not members of 
a given committee shall be alternate members of such committee and may take the place of 
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any absent member or members at any meeting of such committee, upon request of the 
President or the chairman of such meeting. Each committee of directors shall fix its own 
rules governing the conduct of its activities, not inconsistent with rules promulgated by the 
Board of Directors, and shall make such reports to the Board of Directors of its activities as 
the Board may request. 


ARTICLE III. OFFICERS 


SECTION 1. POSITIONS ' 

The officers of the corporation shall include a Chairman of the Board, a President, the number of 
Vice Presidents provided for by the Board of Directors, a Treasurer, and a Corporate Secretary, 
each of whom shall be appointed by the Board of Directors unless the Board of Directors 
determines not to fill one or more of such positions. Such other officers and assistant officers as 
may be deemed necessary may be appointed by the Board of Directors. Any two or more offices 
may be held by the same person. 

SECTION 2. RESIGNATION AND REMOVAL 

An officer shall hold office until he or she resigns, dies, is removed hereunder, or a different person 
is appointed to the office. An officer may resign at any time by delivering an appropriate written 
notice to the corporation. The resignation is effective when the notice is delivered, unless the notice 
specifies a later effective date and the corporation accepts the later effective date. Any officer may 
be removed from office by the affirmative vote of a majority of the whole Board of Directors at any 
time, with or without cause and notwithstanding the contract rights, if any, of the person removed. 
Except as provided in the preceding sentence, the resignation or removal is subject to any remedies 
provided by any contract between the officer and the corporation or otherwise provided by law. 
Appointment shall not of itself create contract rights. 

SECTION 3. POWERS AND DUTIES 

Subject to such limitations as the Board of Directors may from time to time prescribe, the officers 
of the corporation shall each have such powers and duties as generally pertain to their respective 
offices, as well as such powers and duties as from time to time may be conferred by the Chief 
Executive Officer or the Board of Directors. The Treasurer and the Assistant Treasurers may be 
required to give bond for the faithful discharge of their duties, in such sum and of such character as 
the Board of Directors may from time to time prescribe. 
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ARTICLE IV. INDEMNIFICATION 


SECTION 1. MANDATORY INDEMNIFICATION 

The corporation shall indemnify to the fullest extent permitted by law any person who is or was a 
party or threatened to be made a party to any legal proceeding by reason of the fact that such person 
is or was a director or officer of the corporation, or is or was serving at the request of the 
corporation as a director or officer of another enterprise, against expenses (including attorney fees), 
judgments, fines and amounts paid in settlement actually and reasonably incurred by the person in 
connection with such legal proceeding. 

SECTION 2. CERTAIN DEFINITIONS 

As used in this Article IV, (a) "indemnify" includes the advancement of expenses upon receipt of an 
undertaking to repay upon specified conditions, (b) "fullest extent permitted by law" means the 
fullest extent to which indemnity may lawfully be provided by, pursuant to or consistently with, the 
provisions of Sections 181.041 through 181.053 of the Wisconsin Statutes (or any successor 
provision) or any other applicable law, whether statutory or otherwise, (c) "person" includes the 
person's heirs, executors and administrators, (d) "legal proceeding" means any threatened, pending 
or completed action, suit or proceeding, whether or not by or in right of the corporation, (e) "other 
enterprise" includes any corporation, partnership, joint venture, trust, dividend reinvestment plan, 
stock purchase plan, employee benefit plan or other plan or entity and (f) "expenses" include 
expenses in the enforcement of rights under this Article IV. 

SECTION 3. LEGAL ENFORCEABILITY 

The rights provided to any person by the terms of this Article IV shall be legally enforceable against 
the corporation by such person, who shall be presumed to have relied on the provisions of this 
Article in undertaking or continuing any of the positions with the corporation or other enterprise 
referred to in Section 1 of this Article IV. 

SECTION 4. LIMITATION ON MODIFICATION OR TERMINATION 

No modification or termination of this Article IV shall be effected which would impair any rights 
hereunder arising at any time out of events occurring prior to such modification or termination. 

SECTION 5. NON-EXCLUSIVE BYLAW 

This Article IV is not intended to be exclusive and accordingly shall not be construed as impairing 
in any way the power and authority of the corporation, to the extent legally permissible without 
regard to this Article IV, in its discretion to indemnify or agree to indemnify, or to purchase 
insurance indemnifying, any employee, agent or other person. 
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SECTION 3. CHECKS, DRAFTS, ETC. 


All checks, drafts or other orders for the payment of money, notes or other evidences of 
indebtedness issued in the name of the corporation shall be signed, or in the case of wire transfers 
authorized, by such officer or officers, agent or agents of the corporation and in such manner, 
including facsimile signature, as shall from time to time be determined by resolution of the Board of 
Directors. 

SECTION 4. DEPOSITS 

All funds of the corporation, not otherwise employed, shall be deposited from time to time to the 
credit of the corporation in such banks, savings and loan associations, trust companies or other 
depositories as the Board of Directors may select. 


ARTICLE X. AMENDMENTS 
SECTION 1. BY THE DIRECTORS 

These Bylaws may be altered, amended or repealed and new Bylaws may be adopted by the Board 
of Directors at any regular or special meeting thereof, by the affirmative vote of the number of 
directors specified in Section 2 of Article II, except that Section 3 of Article II may be amended 
only by the unanimous vote of the number of directors specified in Section 2 of Article II. 

SECTION 2. IMPLIED AMENDMENTS 

Any action taken or authorized by the Board of Directors, which would be inconsistent with the 
Bylaws then in effect but is taken or authorized by affirmative vote of not less than the number of 
directors required to amend the Bylaws so that the Bylaws would be consistent with such action, 
shall be given the same effect as though the Bylaws had been temporarily amended or suspended so 
far, but only so far, as is necessary to permit the specific action so taken or authorized.
